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GENERAL DEFINITIONS. 

Firiit Article. The goods enumerated as 
follows are subject to Customs Sanitary 
examination : 

Firstly. Chemical and Pharmaceutical 
Preparations and Medical Specialities 

(Proprietary medecines.) 

Secondly. Olls and Flours. 

Thirdly. Coffees and Teas. 

Fourthly. The LIquors Enumerated in 
twenty third Article. 

^ieeoiid Article. For the execution of the 
Sanitary examination, there will be at the 
Customs Administration at Constantinople, 
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4 Analysis in Custom House. 

a laboratory, to which shall be appointed, a 
chief chemist, three chemists and one bacte- 
riologist. There will be a branch of this 
laboratory at the Galata Custom House for 
foreign merchandiic, where also there will 
be three chemists. At each of the Customs 
offices at the ports of Smyrna, Salonica, 
Trebizond,. Scutari (Albania), Beirut, Alexan- 
dretla,Bassorah and Western Tripoli( Africa), 
there will also be a chemist. The chemists 
will be exclusively attached, — in Constanti- 
nople, to the Customs Administration, — and 
in the Vilayets, to the Customs offices, •by 
salaried appointment. In those plaices where 
there are no chemists, the Sanitary examina- 
tion will be carried out with the assistance 
of the municipal doctors, and at the time of 
examination, should the municipal doctors 
declare by notification to the Customs offices 
that, without chemical analysis, the goods 
are definitely non-admissable, 'a sample of 
the merchandise shall be forwarded to the 
nearest Custom House, to which is attached 
a chemist, there to be analysed. 

.Vhtrd .iLrUele. The chemists shall be Otto- 
man subjects and must be in possession of a 
Diploma of chemistry. They shall beappointed 
by the Customs Administration after having 
shown proof of capacity, by passing an 
examination before a council composed of 
an officer chosen by the Customs Adminis- 
' tration, the chemist of the Administration 
and two professors of chemistry sent by the 
Imperial College of Medicine. 

PoiiPth Aritiele. Articles held subject to 
Customs Sanitary examination, and when the 
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case requires, analysis, are to be examined 
by the Customs chemists, with all possible 
promptness and Tor the first examination and 
analysis, no fees are to be taken. 

FtflUh .%i*itelc. After the. goods enumerated 
in Article I and which are to be discharged 
into the Custom House, have in conformity 
with usage, undergone the necessary Customs 
examination and have been registered and 
recorded into a special book, the sanaples 
which are to be taken, shall,. the.owners of 
the said goods being present, be divided, by 
the Customs officials and the owners into 
three and put, in the presence of the owners, 
into glass vessels or bottles, of which the 
openings shall be carefully closed with their 
own covers. and jointly sealed "by the Customs 
offices and the owners. Of these samples, 
one shall be remitted to the Customs Tech- 
nical Council, one shall be kept in. the 
Customs office, and the third shall be deli- 
vered to the owner. 

The chemists shall immediately examine the 
samples in their numerical order and in 
accordance wilh scientific requirements, and 
in the event of no objection to free admission, 
the (usual) formalities shall be proceeded 
wilh, and should this first examination raise 
doubts of pureness, the Customs office 
having been advised, with all possible 
promptness, not exceeding a delay of 
three days, the analj'sis shall be pro- 
ceeded with, and if the admission is 
permissable, they will certify this fact at the 
foot of the (special) registers and- (sample) 
will be returned sealed and after collection 
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of the Customs dues of these goods recorded 
in the registers, entry will be permitted. 

Sixth Article. If the articles examined are 
proved to be adulterated, 'spoiled (French 
translation « deteriorated ») or injurious to 
health, the chemists will make annotation 
over their signature, against the line in the 
register in which recorded, and will keep 
the said samples dated and sealed for thirty 
days in the laborator}% and the copy of this 
analytical report shall be given to the pro- 
prietor of the merchandise against his receipt. 

Ste^entii .%rUele. In case the parties inte- 
rested are not content with the result of 
the examination of the Technical Council, 
they may petition the Customs offices to 
have the merchandise re-analyzed within 
thirty days from the date of the copy of the 
analytical report notified in Sixth Article, 
but if this period is exceeded, such petition 
will not be granted. 

Eiifiitii JLrtiele. In the case of the re-analysis 
of the samples being demanded and peti- 
tioned for within the legal period, the 
samples kept in accordance with Seventh 
Article, and after the payment by the inte- 
rested parties of the fees in advance for 
the second analysis, shall be re-analyzed 
with all possible promptness and conjointly 
— in Constantinople, in the presence of a 
person authorized by the Customs Adminis- 
tration, the chief chemist of the Custom 
House, the chemist who executed the pre- 
vious analysis and a chemist delegated by 
the interested parties, —and in the Vilayets, 
also in the presence of a special functionary 
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of the Customs office, the Customs office 
chemist, a chemist designated by the 
interested parties and a third chemist to be 
found by the Customs office. In the second 
analysis, the finding of any two of the 
chemists, to be definitely accepted. 
In those places where a third chemist is not 
to be found, and in the event of the parties 
interested not being satisfied with the result 
of the analysis of the Customs office, they 
are at liberty to demand that the re-analysis 
take place at Constantinople. 

IVinth .%rtlelc. The Customs office will not 
allow the entry of merchandise, the impor- 
tation of which, upon examination, is found 
not permissable ; and after advising the 
owner, it will be rerexported and returned 
in the usual manner, ta place of shipment 
or to another foreign country chosen by the 
owner. In this case, the owner will be 
obliged to remit to the Customs office, the 
second copy of Bill of Lading, as proof of 
the return of the said merchandise. 

Tenth .%rtiele. In the event of the result of 
the second analysis proving the salubrious- 
ness (healthfulness), insisted upon by the 
owner, the analysis fees previously collected 
by the Customs authorities will be returned 
to him ; and in the contrary event, the 
owner shall have no right to receive back 
the fees of analj-sis. During the formalities 
of analysis of goods, no dues for storage 
shall be charged for the period they may 
remain in the Customs warehouses. 

Klevciith Artlc^le. The fee for the second 
analysis is one hundred piastres. Even 
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although the samples to be examined are 
plural in number^ if but of one quality and 
appertaining to one merchant, only the regu- 
lar analysis fee for one sample is to be col- 
lected. On samples of different qualities, 
however, a separate fee for each will be 
collected. 

Vcwelflll Article. In accordance with the 
results of the analysis executed in Constan- 
tinople, a summary (tabulated forn>) declaring 
the names and trade marks of the manufac- 
tures, the entry of which will be permitted 
without analysis, is to be issued by the chief 
chemist, at the end of each month, which 
summary, after investigation, will be com- 
municated by degrees by the Customs Ad- 
ministration to the Vilayet Customs offices 
in general, and in these places similar goods 
and manufactures will be permitted to pass 
without the necessity of analysis. In order to 
avoid the re-examination of these same goods, 
already examined in Constantinople, when 
senttothe Vilayets, the facts will be recorded 
and notified in the gratuituous tesker^s (cus- 
toms-certificates) issued for the said goods. 

Thirteenth Article, In the case of the che- 
mists commiting abuses in the exercise of 
their functions and causing difficulties in 
the formalities in connection with com- 
merce, they will be legally prosecuted by 
the Customs Administration. 

CHEMICAL AND PHARMACEUTICAL 
PREPARATIONS AND MEDICAL 

SPECIALITIES (Proprietary Medecines). 

Fouptcenth Artleic. The importation of 

Medicines (Remedies), the composition of 
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which is unknown, or the purity of which 
is below the requirements of the [*] Phar- 
macopoeia adopted by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, is not permitted. However, the 
im^rtation will be permitted of medi- 
cines, the composition of which is un- 
known, but which medicines have been 
adopted by an official Academy or by other 
institutions and special official councils, if a 
certificate and sample, together with a 
formula giving only the names of the sub- 
stances contained, without precising quan- 
tities, is presented ard remitted to the 
Customs Administration, and after examina- 
tion by the chemists, the remedy is found not 
to contain prohibited. matters- The certificate 
to be presented, however, must be legalized 
by an Ottoman Consul. Medicines and pre- 
parations, which are not accompanied by 
a certificate, will — if a formula of same (again 
giving only the names of substances con- 
tained) and sample are presented to the 
Customs office — after examination and, if 
necessary, analysis by the chemists of the 
Customs, b3 treated according to the result 
of said examination or analysis. 

Fifteenth .iLrtiele. In the case of the regular 
quality of the chemical and pharmaceutical 
preparations and medical specialities, entry 
of which has been permitted in accordance 
with Fourteenth Article, being assured by 
a well-known trade mark, their entry will 
be facilitated and hastened, without the 
necessity of analysis each time. 

iil3Kteeiith Artlele. Specialities prepared 
with drugs, the use of which is found to 
CJ Codi\x fran9aise, 
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be harmful, such as: cocaine, sulphite 
compositions, Dr. Koch's anti-tuberculosis 
serum, fish herb (cocculus indicus),picrotoxin 
and cannabis indica (that is to say the spe- 
cialities manufactured from a preparation 
of hemp), their entry is forbidden. In con- I 

formity with Article Ninth they will be ! 

returned. j 

^e^eiiteenth Article. The entry is prohi- 
bited of Chlorate of Potash, Chlorate of 
Soda, Nitrate of Potash, Nitrate of Soda, 

Picrates, Nitro-glycerine, Gun cotton and 
similar chemical drugs, which are used 
in the preparation and manufacture of 
explosives. On the arrival at the Custom 
Houses of such drugs, they will be confifs- 

cated and will be treated in accordance j 

with custom and law. j 

ElfShteeiith .iLrttelc. Of the prohibited 
drugs enumerated in the preceding Article, 
those indispensible to medicine, such 
as: Chlorate of Potash, Chlorate of Soda, 
Nitrate of Soda, Nitrate of Potash and 
Picrates, will be supplied at their cost 
prices, under guarantee, by the the Grand 
Master of Artillery to each apothe- 
cary's shop and drug store, in quantities 
fixed by the Imperial College of Medicine; 
and those used in Industries and Agriculture, 
in quantities fixed by their respective Minis- 
tries. But the entry is permitted of Chlorate 
of Potash pastilles and similar medicines, 
which, owing to their transformation into 
medical specialities, are not serviceable in 
the manufacture of explosives. 
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ARTICLES ON EATABLES, DRINK- 
ABLES & INTOXICATING LIQUORS 
SUBJECT TO SANITARY EXAMI- 
NATION. 

.litneteeiith .%rtiele. The entry will not be 
permitted of oils (and butters [*] ) arriving at 
the Custom Houses, which, during their 
examination, are found unfit for food, in 
consequence of containing substances harm- 
ful to health or being fetid (rancid) and 
deteriorated. Cotton oil imported for use in 
industry, will be allowed entry after colo- 
ration. ^Iso greases and various vegetable 
oils to be used in industry, on condition 
that they are unadulterated and are in con- 
formity with their descriptive names, their 
entry will be permitted without coloration. 
Those, which in their actual state, are not 
permitted entry, if the owner desires, after 
coloration in accordance with science, their 
entry will be permitted. 

Twentieth .iLrtiele. During the examina- 
tion and analysis of Flours arriving at the 
Custom Houses, the entry of those which 
are adulterated with plaster, sulphate of 
baTyta, chalk, talc, crude magnesia and alum 
and which do not contain a minimum of 
6 o/o of gluten, will not be permitted and 
they will be returned. 

Twentyflrst Article. The entry of coffees, 
colored with poisonous mineral substances, 
such as chrome green, also imitations of 
teas and those found adulterated, will not be 
permitted, they too will be returned. 

[*1 N.B. (The Tll^ki^h word employed **yagh" is general for oils, 
butters and any kind of grease. 
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V%%'eiityiieeond .%rttele. For pork-sau- 
sages, bacons and hams coming from a 
country where a contagious cattle disease 
exists, a Sanitary examination alone will not 
be sufficient, but the production also of a 
certificate delivered by an official institution 
in the country of origin will be demanded, 
certifying that the above mentioned products 
are free from disease. 

Ti%eiity third Article, The entry in the 
Ottoman Empire will not be permitted of 
intoxicating liquors and alcoholic beverages, 
which for their preservation are mixed with 
salicylous acid, and those to which, in order 
to color and augment their strength, have 
been added harmful substances to a degree 
of making them prejudicial to health. The 
formalities for high priced liquors, such as : 
champagnes, wines, cognacs and liqueurs, 
products of well-known firms, the regular 
quality of which is manifest by the labels 
on the bottles, will be executed by the 
Customs officers direct. 

VARIOUS MATTERS. 

Twenty fourth Article. At the examina- 
tion, from the point of view of coloration, 
of goods subjects to Sanitary examination, 
the entrance is forbidden of those colored 
by compositions of poisonous mineral sub- 
stances such as : lead, chrome, mercury, 
copper, antimony and arsenic. 

T^veiityfllYh Article. The execution by the 
Customs officers of the necessary examina- 
tion and formalities, for all goods and arti- 
cles arriving in the Custom Houses, is 
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maintained in accordance with the system 
in practice hitherto, the clauses of the 
present law are exclusively for those goods 
and articles subject to scientific examination 
or chemical analysis. 

T%veiit.TMi.iLth .%rtlcle. The law dated 6 
May 1300 (6 Chaban 1301) concerning the 
duties of officials inspecting medical drugs, 
and the duties of the commission for pro- 
tecting public sanitation contained in the 
instructions dated 25 June 1301 (24 Ramazan 
1302) articles relating to the formalities to 
be executed by the Customs, with the 
exception of the regulations concerning 
interior inspections, and the law dated 
(26 Cheval 1317) 14 February 131 5 concern- 
ing the Sanitary examination to take place 
in the Custom Houses, are abrogated by 
, the present law. 

V wen ty seventh jlrtiele. The Customs 
Administration is authorized to put the 
present law into execution. 
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
